From the many people I, talked to I 
gather that the Bassano public were very. much surprised and pleased toi 
discover they owned.a Dance Hall built so large and so comfortable. 
Tt ds a building that has been needed by the Town. for.many years and 
one which .the Bassano public may:well be proud to own. I feel that the . 
Town Council’ deserves commendation for "sticking out it's collective neck" 
for planning and building this fine community building with public funds 

| this year. I would point out that the building will be paid for completely 

| from current funds. There will be no debenture payments cr other loan 

payments to worry about in future vears. In other words the new Community 
Hall is compietely OURS. Let us get our moneys worth by ‘using it for all 
community projects. 

While I realize that the new building (as it is planned now) will » 
exhaust all available funds for this year, I would like to suggest that 
some further improvements be made as soon as further funds are available. 

I wouid urge that some provision should be made whereby lunches may be 
served at the entertainments in the hall. The lack of lunch facilities may 
not be too important to:residents of the Town but, for those attending from 
country districcs and other. outside points, a lunch at midnight is more or 
less a necessity. Furthermore a good lunch at midnight. would, tend to keep 
the effects of John Barleycorn within allowable limits. I am sure that .the 
atcendance from. dancers "outside" will be consistantly greater if those 
dancers are assurred of obtaining a lunch at midnight. The Town "crowd" 
alone wili. not insure a financiaily successful dance and racilities for 
a lun¢h will cefrint -tely encourage out of town peopic to avtend.
